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Measuring a process parameter with at 
least one sensor 
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Transmitting data corresponding to the 
measured process parameter to a 

computer via a coupling between the at 
least one sensor and the computer 



Retrieving secondary data corresponding 
to the measured process parameter from 
the at least one sensor using an interface 
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Transmitting the secondary data to the 
computer via a portable computer 
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Comparing the secondary data to the data 
corresponding to the measured process 
parameter 
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Reporting an alarm condition at a central 
computer Station through a measurement taken 
with a primary sensor 



Acknowledging the alarm condition 



Measuring a parameter corresponding to the 
alarm condition with a secondary sensor 



Transmitting data corresponding to the 
measured parameter to a portable computer 



Transmitting data corresponding to the 
measured parameter from the portable 
computer to the central computer station 



Integrating the data transmitted from the 
portable computer into an electronic record in 
the central computer station
